AFRICA, 


A case the Privy Council have 
just heard presents that common 
object of the seashore, a mud- 

in a more poetic light than 
usual. The case came from Wes‘ 
Africa, and relates to the neigh- 
bourhood of the outfall of the 
Amanzuli River at a point known 
as the Twin Rivers, on the Bakanta- 
Ayenaini Httoral, says the Journal 
of Commerce, 

It was a dispute between two 
native Chiefs—Abakah ~° Kthah, 
Chief of the Ampani, to the east of 
the outfall, and Kweku Ackah, 
Chief of Bakanta, on the west of 
the outfall, to the south of the 
layoon, and related to land on 
which the former’s predecessor had 
planted cocoa and rubber trees. 

Counsel explained that, in the 
days of thelr anceators, the river 
overflowed its banks, and for some 
mysterious reason refused to re- 
aume its normal dimensions, so. that 
{t became necessary to offer an db- 
lation to the river god, and the 
Chief, whose particular duty it was, 
sought out an oblation in the form 
of a ‘lack fowl, which was deemed 
an especially - acceptable bonne 
bouche, to induce that river god to 
open again the way to the-sea. 

But the pullet, apparently, was 
not adequate, and the ferry problem 
remained pressing. 
ed a black sheep, which .appears to 
be a more effective way of clearing 
an outfall channel of silt, and every- 
bady hoped for the best, but mak- 
ing a scapegoat even of’ a black 
sheep did not meet the case. 

The: Omanhin, or Over-chief, 
then required the local Chief, on 
whom lay the responsibility in 
these matters, to sacrifice his son. 
Apparently a son was not available, 
so he prepared to offer a nephew. 
There is no reason to say anything 
about nepotism and the acuncular 
relation, but .uncles do not appear 
to be any more an unmixed bless-.

Luckily, while the preparations 
were in progress, the river fell, and 
the West African equivalent of tha 
Iphigenia incident, with the Greeks 
before Troy, providentially became 
unnecessary; but what, one won- 
ders, would the native chieftains 
have sald to an opportane mud- 
dredger? 

A mud-dredger and the antique 
Greek story’ may be an incongruous 
conjunction, but had one been avail- 
able the Bakanti and the Ampant 
(if that is the proper plural) might 
have been constrained to wreatha 
the dredger with flowers {n the 
sequel, as in the happy youth of the 
world, and the devoted black fowl 
and black eheep might have iain 
down in domestic peace together. 

There was no indication, before 
the case ended, that a reliable 
dredger now lies moored at the 
mouth of the sacred Twin Rivera,

Nothing Unsurmountable.

The perfect condition” in which 
Many courses are now kept tends 
to give players a false idea of their 
own ability. 

Natural and «fluctuating difficul- 
-ties place a premium on the’ cor- 
rectly produced shot, and exact the 
maximum penalty for a bad one. 

Golfers who come from courses 
, that are pecullarly subject to try- 
ing conditions have more often than 
not a style that is their own. The 
ease with which they swing shows 
that they have learned that press- 
ing is fatal. There is o firmness 
about their stance that shows that 
they know that in order to obtain 
control of the ball the base of the 
swing must be comfortably steady. 
_A golfer who plays on an easy 
course gets into the habit of taking 
the direct line for the pin. The 
more difficult the course, the more 
versatile will he be at scheming 
and maneuvring, taking advantage 
of every natural condition of avind 


; and slope, avoiding traps, and com- 


ing quickly to realise the shot for 
every situation. 

Many “pawky” golfers are much 
more skilful players than they seem. 
Heroics Reserved. 

Style may be lacking, but there 
is a cleverness about the game ‘they 
play. Where an apparently better 
player bangs at the ball and finds 
a hazard,’ the more wary golfer 


plays a spared shot. and reserves: 


hia heroics for his second stroke, 
where there’ is less danger in over- 
shooting the mark or going off the 
track. 

After’ all the hazards are always 
there, and they are there for all 
golfers, 

Evens man who Is strange toa 
course can see them, or can take 
advice. on tho subject. Hazards 
trap not the unfortunate but the 
unakilful. The finest of golfers are 
apt to blame a course when it de- 
feats them, “The greens are un- 
fair,” they say. “If you are short 
the ball breaks away, if you go over 
the pin, the ball runs down the 
other side.” That is a’ frequently- 
heard complaint, typical of many. 

The course is the same for all 
players. The good golfer will make 
friends with its hazards, go’ gently 
with its difflculties, and flatter ity 
weaknesses. — (China Mail Copy- 
right). . /

DROPPED GOALS OF THE PAST 


We hear a great deal nowadays 
about the selection of players to fill 
definite places in a team. For- 
wards are chosen for each of the 
three rows of the scrummage, and, 
in the caso of the first and last 
rows, for definite positions -in those 
rows. All the backs are also pick- 
ed to fill one particular place in the 
back division. In fact, specialis- 
ing has been carried to a fine point 
in the game, writes the Rugby cor- 
respondent of the Observer.” 

In eplte of this, however, there 
are still relics of old traditions— 
one might almost say superstition— 
remaining in the selection of play- 
ers. -To take the commonest in- 
stance, half-backs who take tho 
inside or scrum position are al- 
most iInvartably small men, and 
shave been from early days. The 
stand-off half is often a bigger 
follow, but this only dates from 
the time when the present dis- 
tinction between scrum and stand- 
off halves came Into vogue.: When ! 


the two halves performed the same 
duties, each tvorking the scrum in| 


hia own Jateral half of the ground, 
they were usually both small men.. 
Surprising Fallacy. 

This choice of small men for the 
hardest-worked position. in the fleld 
Is rather surprising; it probably 
arose from an {idea that such men 
were ‘best fitted for sneaking 
through the defence when near the 
line—on the blind side” it is term- 
ed now—or it may have been from 
a mistaken idea that the half-back 
was only a link in the back game, 
whose duty was to part with the 
ball as quickly os possible, or 
again it may have beon that there 
was no other position. in which 
emall men could be placed. 

There is no doubt that the 
scrum-half gets more (of the 
“rough” work than any other play- 
er; he is' fair game for the at- ; 
tentions of marauding wing-for. | 
wards, generally big men; he geta . 
more than most players’ share of ; 
dropping on the ball; he is tho } 
first ‘of all the backs to be tackled 
when his eide get the ball. Surely 
these are ‘sufficient. reasons for 
choosing. a big, strong man for 
such a place. Possibly. a small man 
{a quicker than many of his taller 
colleagues in elipping' round the 
scrum- to receive it when It. is 
heeled, or to tackle his opposite 
number ‘when his opponents get 
the ball, but  thia belief that a 
small man {[s “nippler” than a big 
one is not particularly well found- 
ed, and, in any case, any slight 
advantage in this respect is offset 
by more serfous disadvantages.

Dickens As Democrat. 


(“Dickens and Democracy and 
Other Studies,” by Cumber- 
land Clark; Cecil Palmer, 
5/~.) 

It is difficult to see exactly 
what purpose is’ fulfilled by this 
book of essays on Dickens, Shake- 
speare, and Byron,' Those who 


‘Tidready know these men. and their 


writings will find nothing that is 
new, not even old truths stated in 
an illuminating manner, while 
those who do not will learn very 
little more than may be found in 
any school book, 

The first and longest study is 
that of Dickens as democrat and 
humanitarian, oa orather dull 
though careful resumé of the 


J)novelist’s views on the Poor Law, 


education 
interlarded 


the prisons, factories, 
nnd kindred subjects, 


with the author’s personal opinions : 


on democracy and social reforms, 
The essay comparing Shakespenre 
and Dickens seems even less ‘pro- 
fituble, and is. on the lines of 
Fluetlen's famous “comparisons” 
between Macedon and Monmouth; 
it points out the obvious surface ‘

Rough Sea Almost 
Swamps Boat. | 


SOLDIER OVERBOARD. 


The commendable action taken 
by Mr..G. E. Appelbe, one of the 
Colombo Harbour pilots, resulted 
in the rescue Gf a French ex- 
soldier, believed to be of the 
Foreign Legion, who jumped over- 
board at the entrance to Colombo 
harbour, 

The French steamer ‘Cap 
Padaran, bound for Europe, slipped 
her moorings and was leaving port 
about 7.15 p.m. on January 12 when 
suddenly just outside the entrance 
to the harbour, a man jumped over- 
board. 

The sea was unusually rough 
and the man was tossed about bad- 
ly by the breakers, disappearing at 
times for several minutes. 

' The ex-Legionnaire was ap- 
parently a good swimmer and suc- 
ceeded in keeping afloat, though 
with difficulty, 

- Two life-belts were thrown from 
the Cap Padaran immediately the 
alarm “Man Overboard" was given, 
but owing to the ‘choppy nature of 
the sea and the failing light it was 
impossible for the swimmer. to 
reach, either of the belts. 

The steather slowed down and 
stood off the port about half a mile 
from the entrance. 

A Plucky Rescue, 

In the meantime Mr. Appelbe, 
realizing the plight of the man, 
got into one of the Pilot Station 
rowboats and went out to the 
rescue ‘of the ex-aoldier, who by 
now was exhausted. 

Mr. Appelbe and the crew of the 
boat were faced with great danger’ 
and {t was with no little difficulty 
that they succeeded in reaching the 
Frenchman and taking him into 
the boat. : 

The_rescue party then made for 
the steamer at the risk of having 
their Httle craft swamped at any 
moment. 

A boat was lowered from the 
Cap Padaran and the ax-Soldier 
holated on board, after which the 
rescue party reached the Pilot 
Station in safety.
